DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because figure 5, boxes 502, 504, 506, 508, 512, 
514, 516, 518, 520, must be labeled "FORX", "Filter", "Detector'^ ... etc. A proposed 
drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to because in figure 2, the incorrect symbols were 
used for the capacitors (202, 204) (See page 9, third line from the bottom) (The symbols 
look like power sources, not the capacitors). A proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: 

For example, figure 1, 102, 112; figure 2, 210, 212; figure 10, 1004, 1006, 1108, 
and 1010. 

A proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the 
specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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The cross reference related to Provisional Application No. 60/246,806 should be 
in the first sentence of the specification (The first sentence following the title). 

This application contains a computer program listing of more than three hundred 
(300) lines. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.96(c), a computer program listing contained 
on more than three hundred (300) lines, must be submitted as a computer program 
listing appendix on compact disc conforming to the standards set forth in 37 CFR 
1.96(c)(2) and must be appropriately referenced in the specification (see 37 CFR 
1 .77(b)(4)). Accordingly, applicant is required to cancel the current computer program 
listing, file a computer program listing appendix on compact disc in compliance with 37 
CFR 1 .96(c), and insert an appropriate reference to the newly added computer program 
listing appendix on compact disc at the beginning of the specification. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled In the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

6. Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. . . 
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Regarding clainns 1-21 , it is unclear how the system would operate? It is not 
understood the configuration of the DC steady state (figure 2) and the operations of the 
claimed system, for example: 

Regarding figure 2, it is unclear how the specification on pages 9-13 relates to 
figures 1 and 2? The elements (210, 220) are in the drawing (figure 2) but are not 
supported in the specification. How are these elements (210, 220) operated? In 
addition, it appears that the two elements (210, 212) (Figure 2) are feedback to the shaft 
voltage suppress capacitors (202, 204) while in figure 1 they are not. 

The equation in page 10, lines 1-2 is not understood since it contains numerous 
undefined quantities. For instant, what is Rd*\/oscp? While "x*Vfgp" is defined (page 
10, line 4), it does not appear in the equation. In stead, "Rf*xVfgp" appears. 

Page 13, second paragraph, should "2,1 microfarad" be "2.1 microfarad"? The 
capacitor having value of 2.1 microfarad (as recited in page 13) is not in figure 3. 

Generally, the specification discloses numerous of elements but does not further 
disclose how these elements would operate within the system. For instant, how are 
elements 102, 1 12 (figure 1), 210, 212 (figure 2) and 1004, 1006, 1 108, 1010 (Figure 
10) would operate or would relate to the systems 100 (figure 1), 200 (figure 2), and 
figures 10-12? The six boards (page 22, line 5) were not shown in the drawing. Where 
is the EPCT board recited on page 24, line 10? Where is the ECTB recited on page 25, 
line 7? Where are the EPSM and the EPDM recited on page 26, lines 7-8? Where are 
the EGPA, EDCF-and EACF recited on page 27? _ . 
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Conclusion 



7. The disclosure is incomprehensible as to preclude a reason able search of the 
prior art by the examiner at this time. 

Applicant is required to submit an amendment, which clarifies the disclosure so 
that the examiner may make a proper comparison of the invention with the prior art. 

Applicant should be careful not to introduce any new matter into the disclosure 
(i.e., matter which is not supported by the disclosure as originally filed).
